application of seed In The spring thai 


they may appear well during 'tho rest 
of the- season, according to tho U. S. 
department ot agriculture's landscape 
gardner. 


The best and most widely used mix- 


ture for seeding a lawn is one of Ken- 
tucky blue grass and red top, equal 
parts by weight. 
On absolutely baru 


soil a pound of seed should'' be sown 
to every 200 square feet. 
Only on*?-' 


fourth of that amount is necessary on 
moderately good lawns. Only the very 
best seed should ho used. 
Seed that 


is furnished by a reliable seedsman is 
likely to be good. 
Thin places should 


be heavily seeded, and when there are 
considerable

sow white, 


. elover j--e*d in addition to the mixture i

Poor preparation of the soil is much' 


i more often the cause for poor results 


than the quality of seed. 
Where the 


surface of the ground is not loosened

There 
should 
also 
be 


plenty of vegetable matter (humus) 
in the ground for the seed to give- the 
best results. 


Sometimes bad weather conditions, 


:is drought, 
will aft'ec.t results, even 


though the peed is good and the soil 
has been w^ll prepared; nor is a quick 
rain m the time of sowing an undoubt- 
ed blessing, for if such a rain 
just 


causes the seeds to sprout, nnd Is then 
followed 
by dry 
vrcathcr, the

seeds, already plentiful in the soil, will 
also sprout and being- stronger to re- 
sist the- dry weather than the grass 
seed, will crowd out the latter.

seedsman in such an instance may be 
blamed without reason, for selling an 
inferior product.
